It is well known in the art, that a public/private key perform the functions of encryption/decryption (i.e. one key is used to encrypt, 
encipher or encode and the other key is used to decrypt, decipher or decode. Tabbara et al. makes use of public key cryptography which 
provides secure communication within a node and management. The token is encrypted with the public key which is used to authenticate 
the user if there is a match. If a match is found, the certificate is decrypted with the private key. The private key is kept secret so that the 
identity of the user's are not tampered.
